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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  Year  1952 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ripley  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  1952, 
compiled  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/53. 

The  Registrar-General  gives  the  estimated  mid-year  home 
population  to  be  17,990,  a  decrease  of  80  persons  on  last  year.  The 
1951  Census  figure  of  population  was  18,194.  Total  live  births 
have  fallen  to  262  compared  with  284  in  1951,  while  total  deaths 
numbered  195  compared  with  214  last  year.  Eleven  deaths  under 
one  year  of  age  gives  a  high  rate  per  1,000  live  births. 

Another  year  has  passed  without  a  case  of  diphtheria  or 
smallpox  in  the  district.  The  Ministry  of  Health  has  urged  that 
an  intensive  effort  must  be  made  to  achieve  a  high  level  of  im¬ 
munisation  against  diphtheria,  the  minimum  level  to  be  aimed  at 
being  75%  of  all  children  under  one  year.  In  1952  only  32%  of 
all  children  under  one  year  were  immunised.  Sir  John  Charles, 
chief  medical  officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  called  for  a 
sustained  effort  of  persuasion  to  each  generation  of  new  mothers. 

Few  people  living  to-day  will  have  had  personal  experience 
of  smallpox  in  this  country.  Vaccination  is  now  no  longer  com¬ 
pulsory. 

The  spread  of  any  epidemic  in  a  community  depends  on  two 
main  factors,  the  virulence  of  the  organism  which  causes  the 
disease  and  the  resistance  of  the  individuals  in  the  community  to 
the  disease.  Immunisation  to  diphtheria  and  vaccination  against 
smallpox  greatly  increase  the  individual’s  resistance  to  these 
diseases.  Not  only  does  he  escape  attack  but  he  also  does  not 
transmit  the  disease  to  someone  else.  It  is  known  that  in  a  com¬ 
munity  where  the  general  level  of  resistance  is  high  that  an 
epidemic  fails  to  spread  because  the  virulence  or  attacking  and 
killing  power  of  the  organism  falls  off. 

Far  too  few  people  are  seeking  immunisation  or  vaccination 
to-day.  At  a  recent  baby  show  in  Ripley  only  one  baby  out  of 
53  had  been  vaccinated.

Conditions  each  year  are  becoming  more  favourable  for 
epidemics  of  these  diseases.  The  danger  is  real  and  a  future 
epidemic  might  be  widespread  and  cause  many  deaths  before  it 
subsided.  Education  of  the  people  both  at  school  and  afterwards, 
especially  young  parents,  is  the  only  real  answer  to  this  problem. 
Education  so  that  they  will  seek  to  protect  themselves  and  their 
families. 

In  the  past  year  in  this  town  there  have  been  many  cases  of 
illness  due  to  diseases  such  as  tonsilitis,  otitis  media  and  pharyn¬ 
gitis  (sore  throat).  Sometimes  these  have  been  followed  by  com¬ 
plications  such  as  rheumatism  and  nephritis.  These  diseases 
have  much  in  common  and  are  practically  all  due  to  the  same 
organism,  a  virulent  streptococcus.  They  are  usually  transmitted 
from  person  to  person  by  close  contact  at  home  or  at  school  in 
the  case  of  children.  Some  people  suffer  repeated  sore  throats 
and  in  between  attacks  may  act  as  carriers  of  the  disease  and 
infect  others.  Such  carriers  often  have  chronically  diseased 
tonsils.  In  my  opinion  it  is  a  great  pity  that  many  such  patients 
who  have  been  referred  to  hospital  and  have  been  placed  on  the 
waiting  list  for  tonsillectomy  have  to  wait  many  months  and 
sometimes  years  for  their  operations,  thus  perpetuating  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  carriers  in  the  community. 

Recently,  additional  public  conveniences  have  been  provided 
in  the  area.  I  regret  that  in  the  otherwise  excellent  buildings 
the  hygienic  gap  seat  has  not  been  introduced.  The  conventional 
seat,  being  much  abused,  leads  to  Trichomonal  infection,  so  often 
causing  chronic  ill-health  and  unhappiness  in  women.  The  pre¬ 
valence  of  this  complaint  is  known  to  be  high  and  general  in¬ 
stallation  of  the  gap  seat  as  a  public  health  measure  can  prevent 
its  spread. 

I  am  pleased  to  see  the  commencement  of  works  under  the 
Private  Street  Works  Act  of  1892  and  also  of  work  on  the  three 
schemes  for  improvement  of  the  water  supplies  of  the  town  by 
replacement  and  enlargement  of  mains. 

I  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  advice  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council  and  other  officers  during  the  year  and  my  ack¬ 
nowledgement  of  the  hard-working  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.  For  your  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  I  would  merely 
point  to  the  contents  of  this  report  for  his  forethought  and  appli¬ 
cation  of  measures  to  improve  the  public  health.

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

The  incidence  of  both  diseases  was  light  with  83  cases  of 
measles  and  36  cases  of  whooping  cough. 

Food  Poisoning. 

One  case  was  notified,  the  patient  being  a  school  girl.  An 
investigation  was  commenced  immediately  and  samples  of  food, 
milk  and  ice  cream  consumed  proved  negative.  Happily,  the 
case  was  an  isolated  one.

REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  SANSTARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1952. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Ripley  Urban  District  Council: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  sixth  Annual  Report, 
the  information  being  mainly  statistical  in  presenting  the  work 
of  the  department.  In  this  brief  foreword  I  make  a  few  comments 
for  your  consideration. 

I  would  quote  some  figures  obtained  from  the  preliminary 
returns  of  the  1951  Census  as  follows: — 

37J  per  cent,  of  householders  in  Great  Britain  have  no 
fixed  bath. 

8  per  cent,  have  no  water  closets. 

6  per  cent,  have  no  piped  water  supply,  and  11  per 
cent,  share  a  supply. 

The  first  two  items  can  be  taken  as  applying  to  this  urban  dis¬ 
trict,  the  position  regarding  a  supply  of  pure  water  in  pipes  being 
much  happier.  It  can  be  appreciated  that  the  position  in  rural 
areas  must  contribute  greatly  to  this  percentage.  Each  year  I  can 
report  some  progress  in  the  provision  of  these  basic  necessities 
of  living,  but  the  rate  is  slow. 

With  regard  to  the  provision  of  water  closets  it  is  perturbing 
that  the  Council’s  decision  to  increase  the  grant  to  owners  to  £10, 
or  half  the  cost,  whichever  is  the  lesser,  towards  the  cost  of  con¬ 
version,  has  not  brought  about  any  increase  in  the  rate  of  conver¬ 
sion.  Two  hundred  conversions  could  be  carried  out  at  a  reasonable 
expense,  sewerage  and  water  supply  being  available,  and  a  con¬ 
siderable  effort  has  been  made  to  persuade  the  owners  of  these 
properties  to  carry  out  the  work.  I  do  not  feel  that  the  question 
of  financial  difficulty  enters  into  many  cases,  and  suggest  that  the 
question  of  compulsory  conversion  schemes  should  now  be  con¬ 
sidered. 

In  duties  aimed  at  improvement,  where  improvement  is  neces¬ 
sary  and  possible,  one  expects  set-backs  and  frustrations.  To  see 
one’s  efforts  reduced  to  nought  is  surely  more  than  frustration.  I 
refer  to  the  effects  of  colliery  subsidence  in  the  area,  particularly 
in  the  village  of  Waingroves.  If  I  call  this  the  crazy  village  of 
Waingroves  the  residents  will  take  no  personal  offence,  though 
such  a  condition  could  be  excused  when  they  see  their  houses  lean 
over  and  even  move,  when  division  walls  between  houses  gape, 
when  beds  need  support  at  odd  corners  to  make  them  level,  when 
drains  start  to  run  the  wrong  way  and  roads  develop  contours  like 
scenic  railways.  Instead  of  action  for  improvement  there  is  now 
action  for  first-aid  to  dangerous  buildings.  We  are  advised  that 
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land  will  become  stable  in  due  course,  but  I  wonder  if  this  can 
ever  apply  to  the  houses. 

In  my  last  report  I  quoted  1951  as  the  year  of  emphasis  on 
cleaner  food.  This  year  the  lessons  to  be  learnt  at  the  Health  and 
Hygiene  Exhibition  held  during  that  year  have  been  followed  up. 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  sincere  co-operation  by  shopkeepers  and 
managements  to  practise  what  was  preached.  This  co-operation 
has  extended  to  structural  works,  the  provision  of  adequate  sani¬ 
tary  facilities  and  the  use  of  modern  hygienic  fixtures. 

New  legislation  administered  by  the  department  has  included 
the  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951,  which  has  had 
its  first  full  year  of  operation,  and  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1952, 
operating  from  the  1st,  April,  1952.  Action  under  both  Acts  has 
been  necessary,  mainly  advisory. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  Council  and  to 
officers  of  all  departments  for  their  help  at  all  times.  To  this  must 
be  added  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  of  Mr.  G.  Draycott 
since  his  appointment  as  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Routine  testing  and  baiting  of  sewage  works  and  tips  has 
continued  and  these  are  free  of  any  reservoir  of  infestation.  The 
results  of  sewer  treatments  shown  below  indicate  considerably 
less  infestation  than  previous  years,  the  older  sewerage  systems 
of  the  district  proving  most  troublesome, 


An  innovation  has  been  the  installing  of  “permanent”  baiting 
noints  in  food  shops  and  stores.  Bait  trays  have  been  set  up  at 
strategic  points  and  by  the  co-operation  of  the  staffs  in  checking 
these,  early  warning  of  infestation  is  reported  and  dealt  with.  The 
trays  are  periodically  replenished.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES. 

The  year  can  be  classed  as  a  successful  one  from  the  point  of 
view  of  maintenance  of  regular  and  proper  services.  From  the 
table  of  complaints  received,  set  out  earlier  in  this  report,  it  will 
be  seen  that  very  few  relate  to  these  services. 

The  sickness  rate  was  7.02  per  cent,  of  the  possible  working 
hours  compared  with  6.6  per  cent,  last  year  and  no  additional  staff 
was  employed  to  compensate  for  holiday  periods. 

Negotiations  for  a  new  tipping  site  in  the  Waingroves  area 
have  been  protracted  but  are  now  reaching  finality.  The  portion 
of  the  clay  quarry  to  be  utilised  should  prove  successful  and  I  am 
looking  forward  to  the  establishment  of  the  salvage  depot  at  this 
site  during  the  coming  year. 

A  final  level  has  now  been  struck  at  the  Old  Road  tip  at  Heage 
and  it  is  hoped  to  complete  this  tip  whilst  the  new  Waingroves 
site  is  prepared.  As  the  Old  Road  tip  is  on  Council-owned  land  it 
is  proposed  to  finish  off  with  a  flat  area  of  sufficient  size  to  form 
a  playing  field. 

Costs  in  wages  and  practically  every  commodity  used  have 
risen  during  the  year,  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  hold 
down  expenditure  without  loss  of  efficiency. 

An  estimated  tonnage  of  refuse  deposited,  based  on  summer 
and  winter  check  weighings,  is  6968  tons.

SALVAGE  OPERATIONS. 

The  year  has  pointed  the  moral  of  how  much  the  economics 
of  local  authority  salvage  operations  are  at  the  mercy  of  national 
and  even  world  markets.  Within  a  few  weeks  of  finalising 
estimates,  the  prices  being  obtained  for  paper  salvage  tumbled, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  less  than  half  the  prices  on  which 
estimates  were  based.  To  this  difficulty  was  added  the  monthly 
quota  system  for  the  despatch  of  baled  paper  to  the  Mills. 

An  approach  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  to  secure  relief  from  direction  to  collect  kitchen  waste 
on  the  grounds  of  economy,  but  in  view  of  the  Ministry’s  earnest 
request  that  collections  should  continue  all  possible  is  being  done 
to  continue  without  loss.  To  this  end  the  handling  of  concentrated 
pig  food  is  being  discontinued  as  from  1st  June,  1953.
